A $5,OOO Engine. 


The recent improvements at D. 8. Shel 


labarger & Co.'s merchant mill, the larg 
eat in this part of tue state, have involv 
ed the outlay of many thousands of dol 
lars. Most of the old machinery has 
been removed and the milling apparatus 
replaced with tbe most improved inven 
tione. It is now exclusively a roller mil 
of 700 barrels a day capacity, and it takes 
two large engines to keep the machinery 
in motion. The reporter had the pleas- 
ure of a good look at the new Hamilton 
Corliss engine, a ponderous and beautifu 
propeller, which has been in motion for a 
week. The room on the west end of the 
mill had to be enlarged to give necessary 
space for tb;s engine and tbe two large 
steam boilers. Tbe outlay for the engine 
and boilers alone was $6,000. The engine 
is a study. It is a 250 horse power giant, 
and the engineer, Frank Blakeny, is as 
proud of it as if it was his own property, 
and well he may be, for there is not an- 
other like it in these parts. Frank is a 
fixture at the mill. He is an inventor in 
his way, having recently made several im 
portent improvements about the engine 
room which simplify his work and seve 
expense, danger and annoyance common 
in similar departments in other mills. 
The mill is running on full time and is 
doing a large and tlouriahing business.
